made up. 

Has Many Troubles. 

‘Here was our situation,’ he ex- 
plained. ‘‘We are trving to reduce 
the budget. The city hasn’t money 
enough for its needs. Very well, 
what Happens? The park appropria- 
tion is cut, and 10,000 golfers yell

their heads off. Street Department 
‘employes are laid off, and I am told 
‘that scores of families are in dis- 


| tress through the men losing their 


jobs. 

“Last year we reduced the num- 
ber of municipal nurses. Dozens-of 
women came to my office with tears 
in their eyes, accusing me of killing 
the city’s babies. We reduce the ap- 
propriations of the city institutions, 
and all the benevolent organizations 
are on my back. 


“But all the time that this is go- 
ing on, I'm getting bills from the 
Art Museum—$14.000 for. a marble 
bust, $3000 for a door knocker, 


$12,000 for a painting. And I have 
no choice but to pay them. Under 
the circumstances, it’s pretty hard to 
Swallow and I notice,” he added, 
“that some of the Museum guards 
are getting $60 a month—I wonder 
if they can appreciate a $25,000 
svork of art.” 


His Art Experience. 
Comptroller Nolte said his own ac- 
qQuaintance with art was limited al- 
most entirely to an experience he 
had several years ago, when Hadley 
was Governor. Nolte, Otto Stifel 


and Charles Houts engaged a wom- 
an artist to dw the Governor’s por- 
trait, to be presented to him. Nolte 
and Houts inspected it, and declared 
they could detect no resemblance 
between the work and ‘the subject. 
Stilfel told them they didn’t know 
anything about art. They admitted 
it, but said they couldn't see $1500 
worth in it. 

They declined to pay and the ar- 
tist sued, getting a verdict for $400. 
Hadley, although a man of much 
erudition for a Governor, couldn't 
see the merits of the picture either, 
so they had Carl Waldeck paint one, 
which was satisfactory. 


“I was out at the Museum About 
a year ago,” said Nolte. “I remem- 
ber seeing a picture. of the Arch; 
bishop there. I enjoy looking at tNe 

ictures, but I'm no critic. I think 

is very well to spend money that 
way when it isn’t urgently needed 
elsewhere, but I can’t see putting out 
$12,000 for a bust when we are hav- 
ing a hard time buying mattresses 
for the sanitarium.” ; 

Another aspect of the situation 
which is palpably irritating to city 
officials is the fact that the museum 
administration is entirely independ- 
ent. The Board of Control elects its 
own members, and when it desires 
to make a purchase, the Comptroller 
merely receives the bill. Of course, 
the expenditures are limited by the 
museum's: revenue, which is derived 
by a@ special tax levy of 2 cents on 
the $100 vaiuation. 

Aloe and Kiel Agree. 

For some.years Nolte has voiced 
digeatisfaction with the tax anaé with 
the position enjoyed by the museum 
board.

SCIENTIST PRODUCES COLD LIGHT 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
NEW YORK, April 22.—Prof. E. 


Newton Harvey has found means by 
which cold light may be obtained, 
according to an announcement made 
at Princeton University yesterday. 
After eight years of experimenta- 
tion on the light given off certain 
animals, Prof. Harvey has produced 
a form that gives a continuous glow, 
by the same natural process as:that 
carried on in the beast. 

Prof. Harvey explained that the 
continuous glow resulted from. the 
oxidation of luciferin, to form oxy- 
luciferin in the présence of another 
substance, luciferase. It only re- 
mains to devise a practical method 
of intensifying this Nght to make it 
of commercial value. This has been 
done to'a certain degree by the re- 
duction of oxyluciferin, on a basis 
of perpetual motion in a test tube. 
Prof. Harvey will continue his-re- 
search in the hope of developing a 
brighter light by this chemical reac- 
tion.

The Russian delegation has 
examined with the greatest care 
the proposal of the allied Gov- 
ernments, as set forth in the of- 
ficial note of April 15, and at 

the same time has consulted 
with its Government there 
anent, 

The Russian delegation is of 
the opinion that the present 
economic situation in Russia and 
the circumstances leading to it 
amply justify, in respect to Rus- 
sia, the complete remfssion of 
all her debts as set forth in the 
above-mentioned note by, recog- 
nition of her counterclaims. 

However. the Russian delega- 
tion is ready to go a step fur- 
ther in the quest for a solution 
and adjustment of differ- 
ences and to accept ar- 
ticles 1 and 2 and item 1 of the 
above-mentioned annex, pro- 
vided that war debts and ar- 
rears in interest, as well as post- 
poned interest on all debts are 
written down and financial as- 
sistance is given Russia to help 
her to recover from. her present 
economic state in the shortest 
possible time. 

Regarding’article 3, part 2, on 
the subject of the above condi- 
tions, the Russian Government 
would be ready to restore to 
their former owners the use of

On 
the contrary, the German dele- 
gation became aware that the 
inviting Powers had entered into 
separate negotiations with Rus- 
sia. 

Information which came to 
hand was these negotiations led 
to the conclusion that an agree- 
ment would be arrived at shortly, 
butthat it was not contemplated.

Upon this 
the German delegation were left 
wita m6 doubt that they were 
forced to pursue their own inter-

60.000 RAILROAD MEN 
TO VOTE ON STRIKE 


Ballots Sent to Shop Workers 
and Switchmen After Chi- 
cago Convention. 


By the Associated Press. 

CHICAGO, April 22.—Grievances 
centering about the contract system 
employed by some railroads in the 
handling of repair work has resulted 
in a vote for distribution of strike 


Railway Employes’ Department of 
the American Federation ‘of Labor. 
This department comprises the six 
federated shop crafts and the Switch- 
men’s Union of North America. 

Authorization for the strike bal- 
lots was voted in the sixth biennial 
convention of the department, which 
concluded its sessions today. 

“Tf there is a strike, and I feel 
sure our men will vote solidly for it, 
it will .be in protest for the action of 
railways in ignoring decisions of the 
United States Railway Labor Board, 
said B. M. Jewell, president of the 
Railway Employes’ Department. 

The Labor Board now has several 
complaints against the contract, or 
farming-out system, pending. It has 
ben éxpected that a decision would 
be rendered soon after the conclusion 
of the present wage hearings. 

“The carriers have arbitrarily re- 
duced wages in defiance of the 
board,” said Jewell. ‘“‘They have re- 
stored the piecework system and re- 
sorted to the farming-out system, 
which is a mere subterfuge by which 
they dodge the Labor Board deci- 
sions. 

“A year ago we favored peace be- 
cause of assurances given by the 
Railroad Labor Board that no fur- 
ther reductions would be considered 
for some time. 

¢* “But this time, I am sure, the js- 
sue will come to a showdown. So 
far as we are concerned, it is a fight 
for existence.” 

Jewell said that the question was 
simply ‘“‘whether to strike or not to 
strike.’’” He added that the result 
of the vote should be known within 
50 days. Me eae Pee 

Jewell charged that the roads are 
“dodging the board’s rulings by let- 
ting out repair work to contractors. 

“The carriers have been getting 
away with it thus far,” said Jewell. 
“We are going to find out whether 
they can continue to do so. The 
board, it must be remembered, has 
no real power to enforce its decisions. 
It must rely solely upon the influ- 
ence of public opinion.”

Scene of Holdup. 

The establishment held up is % 
‘cooler’ and distributing plant at 
the southeast corner of Broadway 
and Pestalozzi streets, and occupies 
a two-story brick building setting 40 
to 50 feet back from Broadway to 
allow a loading space for wagons. 

The office, a small room about 10 
x18 feet, is partitioned off by glass 
just to the right of the Broadway 
entrance to the building.

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Interesting Test at Festus, Mo.— 
Grand Opera and Baseball 
Star Tonight. 


A remarkable example of modern 
methods of transmitting sound took 
place last night during the concert 
broadcast by Radio Station K S D of 
the Post-Dispatch. While James L. 
Fieser, manager of the Southwestern 
American Red Cross, 
was speaking; W. EB. Osterwald of 
Festus, Mo., telephoned to the 
radio. studio, and asked the person 
answering to hold the lige a mo- 
ment. A moment later, clear and 
distinct, the speech transmitted by 
radio to Festus came back by regu- 
lar long distance telephone into the 
very room where the spéaker sat. 
Reports from the immediate vicinity 
of St. Louis also were that the 
speeches and music went over espe- 
cially well, and many compliments 
were teléphonhed in‘to the partici- 
pants in the program. 

Fieser’s talk last night was espe- 
cially timely in view of the flood 
eonditions in many of the Middle 
Western and Eastern states, and 
was heard with much interest. He 
described the way in which the 
American Red Cross conducts its 
relief work in disasters such as that 
now prevailing. A boat now is run- 
ning into Cairo, Ill, constantly, he 
said, picking up the survivors of the 
farms and villages inundated by the 
breaking of the levees along the 
Mississippi and Ohio rivers, and_re- 
lief stations are maintained in all 
sections affected. 

Tells of Disasters. 

In his own division, the hardest 
hit section of the United States in 
the way of disaster, he said that the 
Red Cross was on the ground within 
12 hours after the great flood at 
Pueblo, Colo,, last summer, and in 
less than 12 hours after the terrific 
cyclone in Arkansas and Texas last 
fall. 
which comprises seven states, he 
said there have been a total of 61 
serious disasters since the Armistice, 
or three every two months. A small 
town in Kansas visited by the re- 
cent floods was practically washed 
away twice in one month, with a 
total property loss of over $1,000,- 
900. 

Fieser said that the present flood 
conditions were requiring aid from 
disaster relief workers in four Red 
Cross divisions, the Southwestern, 
Central, Southern and Lake divi- 
sions. Describing the kind of relief 
given he spoke of a man in Corpus

loss was a $5 hat, but who had a 
serious injury to his eve which re- 
quired considerable expense for med- 
ical treatment. This the Red Cross 
paid. Another case in the same ter- 
ritory was a little girl who sustained 
i fractured spine which caused com- 
plete paralysis. Nearly two years’ 
treatment at Johns Hopkiys Hos- 
pital in Baltimore has cured the 
child and she passed through St. 
Louis last night en route home. 
Gives First Aid Rules. 

The second speaker was Commo- 
dore W. E. Longfellow, head of the 
life-saving division of the American 
Red Cross. He told how to make 


‘{the clothes of a person hurt in an 


accident into a stretcher, and sug- 
gested simple rules to be followed 
immediately, while waiting for the 
arrival of the doctor, for the victim 
of suffocation—which, he said, 
might be caused by gas, electric 
shock, strangulation and several oth- 
er things, as well'as drowning. He 
decried the old idea that a drowning 
man must be punched in the nose 
to be rescued, or rolled on a barrel 
to be brought to life, and said that 
present-day swimmers were taught 
emergency work as well as swim- 
ming. In closing he urgently ad- 
vised swimmers to learn to swim 
efficiently, so that in time of need 
they can be of the greatest service 
to others.

When- 
ever a new weapon comes into use 
a defense against it is required. His- 
tory shows that with almost no ex- 
ceptions a device of warfare once 
adopted is never wholly discarded. 
The submarine was to have retired 
the capital ship from the seas and 
made warfare “cheap,” but the bat- 
tleship remained, and, in the opinion 
of the General Board of the Amer- 
i¢an Navy, still remains, “the back- 
bone of the fleet.” Depth bombs 
and other devices were to have 
swept away the submarine, but the 
submarine endured. No new weap- 
on supplants another; the new is 
merely added to the old. If a fleet 
is to be wholly efficient it must have 
a supply of weapons of ajl classes— 
capital ships of great gunpower to 
offset the enemy's capital ships; 
cruisers of a speed equal to his; 
airplanes to use against his planes; 
submarines to match his subma-

Three Olasses of Submarines. 

Submarines of the more modern 
type fall generally into three classes. 
First, there are fleet submarines, 
which operate as an integral part of 
the fleet, like the destroyers. This 
type must have a surface speed suf- 
ficient to enable it to keep up with 
the fleet. The fleet submarines, to- 
gether with Zeppelins, light cruis- 
ers and destroyers, operate far in 
advance of the main battle line, as a 
screen for the airplane carriers. The 
submarines go 200 miles ahead of 
the capital ships. They are intended 
to attack the enemy’s plane carriers, 
&hich at that distance might begin 
to send out bombing or torpedo 
planes against the battleships. Plane 
carriers go out in front to launch 
planes against the enemy’s battle- 
ships and train. Presumably, in bat- 
tle, they would confront a similar ar- 
rangement of submarines on the 
enemy’s side. 

A second type of submarine is the 
scout, designed for limited speed but 
long radius, and a third type is the 
mine layer. 

84 Effective Submarines. 


All of the effective American sub- 
marines—84 in number—are put by 
our officers in still another classifi- 
cation, the “general utility.” We 
lave no mine layers. Included in the 
84 are 60 first-class submarines, 
built or building, described as 850- 
ton vessels, mounting a four-inch 60- 
pound gun and with a cruising radius 
which the Navy has not made known 
but which is admittedly greater than 
that of a battleship. 

Twenty-one of these new subma- 
rines, known in the Navy as S boats, 
are now in commission and the oth- 
ers are in various stages of construc- 
tion at San Francisco, Bridgeport, 
Conn., Portsmouth, N. H., and 
Quincy, Mass. The other effectives 
of the American Navy are older types 
of the O and R classes. In addition, 
the Navy has under construction at 
Portsmouth three V boats, averaging 
15 per cent complete. These are 
scout vessels of around 2000 tons 
each—far bigger than any subma- 
rine we now have. The cruising ra- 
dius has not been made known, but 
it will certainly exceed that of the 
S boats. 

Britain Actually Better Off. 

As regards comparative submarine 
strength, our officers say that while 
the United States and Great Britain 
on paper are about equal, Great 
Britain is actually better off. Com- 
paring first-line submarines only, 
Great Britain is credited with 64, the 
United States with 57 and Japan 
with 15. Great Britain has 14 fleet 
submarines, the United States 8 that 
may be classed as such, and Japan 
none. Japan, at present greatly out- 
classed under the water, is making 
strenuous efforts to overcome the 
disparity and will be aided to that 
end by the money she will save on 
battleship building as a result of tho 
naval treaty. ~ 

In aircraft carriers—ships which 
are, in effect, floating aviation fields 
—Great Britain leads by a wide 
margin, with four carriers of the 
first line and three of the second. 
Japan has one of the second line. 
The United States his one makeshift 
carrier, the Langley, converted from 
the old collier Jupiter. To be effec- 
tive an airplane carrier should make 
a speed of at least 25 knots; the 
Langley can do but 15. 

135,000 Plane To 

Under the treaty, Great Britain 
and the United States may possess 
airplane carriers up to a total ton- 
nage of 185,000 each. Japan is al- 
lowed 81,000 tons, and information 
reaching here indicates that she will 
build up.to that limit. She had al- 
ready planned before the conference 
to build three carriers of a total ton- 
nage of 27,000. Im regard to car- 
riers, the treaty is favorable to the 
United States in that it gives us the 
right to convert to carrier use two 
of the battle cruisers which are now 
building and which otherwise would 
be scrapped. The treaty fixes a limit 
of 27,000 tons on the size of carriers, 
but makes a special exception in the 
case of the two converted cruisers. 
If advantage is taken of the treaty 
provisions as to ers—and the 
navy makes no doubt that it will be 
—the United States will have two 
first-class carriers, larger than those 
of any other Power, and with an 
estimated speed of around 33 knots. 

Aviation Proved to Be C 

The necessity of carrying aviation 
with the fleet was amply demon- 
strated in the bomb-dropping tests 
off the Virginia Capes last summer. 
Air enthusiasts went so far as to say 
that the experiments proved the bat- 


of whom about 11,000, according to 
American estimates, may be classed 
as belonging to the navy. In oon- 
trast, the American navy has only 
2043 enlisted men with aviation rat- 
ing, plus 283 regular and 77 reserve 
flying officers. 

While the formation of the hypo- 
thetical fleet is built up around the 
battleship as “the backbone of the 


fleet,” vital functions are assigned 
to aviation. No less than seven car- 
riers, as compared with 24 battle- 
ships, are in the fleet. Three are 
far out in advance, well protected 
by destroyers and light cruisers. A 
fourth, similarly screened, comes 
about 100 miles farther back, while 
three others, at another 100-mile in- 
terval, follow the battleships into 
action. 

The plane carrier, according to an 
official summary of its uses, “‘trans- 
ports bombing and torpedo planes 
for use in attacking the enemy’s cap- 
ital ships, scouting planes for use in 
locating his fleet and fighting planes 
for use in shooting down enemy 
bombing, torpedo and scouting 
planes. In addition, long-range Zep- 
pelins scout for the fleet.’”” The 
plane carrier is a wasp with many 
stings. 

The function assigned to the sub- 
marine and the plane carrier have 
already been described. Other types 
have the following purposes: 

The battleship fights the enemy’s 
battleships on the high seas; main- 
tains control of the sea; is protected 
from all subsidiary weapons of the 
enemy by similar weapons. 

The destroyer protects the battle- 
ship and battle cruiser against sub- 
marines; attacks enemy submarines 
with depth charges; attacks capital 
ships and plane carriers with tor- 
pedoes; fights enemy destroyers with

in enemy as well as own ports; lay 
mines ahead of the enemy in battle. 


How a modern fleet formation 


works out in battle was shown at 
Jutland, where the “advance scouts” 


met and began fighting at 2:38 p. m., 


the battle cruisers met at 3:45, the 


destroyer forces supported by light 
cruisers at 4:30 and the battleships 
at 6:10. “The superior battleship 
force of the British,” runs an offi- 
cial American account, “forced the 
Germans to withdraw. In future 
wars there will doubtless be other 
preliminary engagements due to sub- 
marines and plane carriers ‘before 
the battleships finally meet.” 
There you have a picture of the 
future as even the most conservative 
naval authorities see it—a picture of 
engagements ‘“‘due to submarines and 
plane carriers.” Submarines and 
planes are comparatively cheap, and 
they may be built without limit. 
They may well prove to be the: de- 
cisive weapons of the future. Cer- 
tainly the American navy has an im- 
mense respect for their potentiali- 
ties and will give them a large and 
important place in all schemes of 
defense.

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No. 1038—Necdlc' Floats on Water. 

To make a needle float on water is 
regarded as impossible by most peo- 
ple, but it is in reality a very simple 
matter. 

Lay a cigarette paper on the wa- 
ter and the needle on the paper. In 
a little while the paper will sink and 
leave the needle floating there. 

With a little practice, however, no 
such preparations are needed. If the 
needle is perfectly dry and is rubbed 
between the fingers and thumb a 
few times it ean be held a fraction 
of an inch above the water and 
dropped onto the surface of the wa- 
ter, Where it avill float.

Three pints of sliced apples may be 
used to three cups of buttered bread 
crumbs. One-half cup of melted but- 
ter will be required for buttering the 
crumbs, and for sweetening one-half 
cup of brown sugar and molasses. 
Shredded seeded raisins, shredded 
citron and chopped nut meats may 
be udded to the apple layera.
